WHAT WOULD YOU DO? 


In some cases, employees also, come under 
close scrutiny. Yet, despite keen vigilance on 
the part of one particular detective sergeant 
assigned to determine the disappearance of 
several ounces of gold dust each week from 
a jewelry manufacturer, the pilfering con¬ 
tinued unabated. Gold dust is a valuable com¬ 
modity, and fetches a high price in the market.

Shortly after, he sqed the theatre 
operator, who denied negligence. “Patrons 
know of the. existence of speakers on lines 
which run from posts to their automobiles. If 
they are careless enough to injure themselves, 
it’s not my fault/’ claimed the drive-in owner. 

If you were the judge, how would you 
decide the case ? 

The judge agreed, recalling a similar case 
which had occurred in Massachusetts back in 

1955.
